Onſidering the near Relation we ſtand in one to 

another, as Children of oze- Father, Members 

a of one Body, Heirs of one Kjngdom,our Souls are 

engaged to pray for you 4s for our ſelves, that 

908 may increaſe in Number, and in all Grace in the 
Church Militant, as a Preparative for the Church Tri

Beloved, we think it neceſſary to acquaint you, that your 

ſending Meſſengers, and an Epiſtle, which informed us of 

your State, was very grateful to us ; and where-ever it hath 

been neglefted, it hath cauſed ſome concernedneſs of Spi- 


 Yit among us : but we hope that will be reftified for the fu- 


ture, and every other Neglei# which hath a tendency to the 
weekering and withering the Intereſt of Chriſt in our 
Hands, which he hath intruſted us withal. We can ſay, 
through Grace, your Perſons, and that moſt glorious 
Canſe you have eſpouſed,- lie very near our Hearts ; for 
which we can ſay,without vain Glory, we arewilling to ſpend 
and tobe ſpent, and ſhould rejoice in your out-doing avy 


"of us, in ſeeking the Things of Chriſt more than your 


own. Since our. coming together, we have done according 
to our Ability, that which we hope will tend to the length-

ning of Sion's Cords, and ſtrenthning her Stakes, and 
be of Advantage to the Saints of the next Generation. 
To this end we humbly conceive a chearful Perſeverance in 
that Work you have well begun, may be neceſſary to effebt 
theſe great Things, namely, the maintaining, upholding, 
and inlarging that Fund, or Stock, which is appointed for 
the continuing of an honourable Miniſtry in the Churches 
of Chriſt. And foraſmuch as God hath given us a little 
reviving from our Bondage, let us att as Perſons that 
have a mind to work, in laying out our Gifts, Graces, 
and earthly Bleſſings, in the building, ſtrengthning, en- 
larging and continuing the Lord's Spiritual Temple. You 
know it #s upon Divine Recora, to the everlaſting Honour 
of David, Solomon, and the Old-Teftament Church, for 
their giving freely and largely to the building of the Tem- 
ple and Tabernacle, bringing Gold, Silvers and precions 
Stones, &C. to that degree as forbidden to bring any 
2ore. If the Egyptians were ſo much concerned for the 
preſervation of a natural Life, that for Bread in the 
Famine, they firſt parted with their Monies, then their 
Cattel, after that their Lands, and laſtly offer d their Per- 
ſons to Pharaoh: O how much more ſhould we be willing 
to part with our earthly Subſtance for the upholding of an 
honourable Goſpel-Miniflry, that may break the Bread of 
Everlaſting Life to poor Sinners! Let us look upon it as 


part of our Generation-Work, to do ſomething in order to 


the Comfort of the Churches of the Saints in ſucceeding 
Azes. It will be to your Honour, (as it was to David and 
Solomon, before mentioned) to ere convenient Places to 


worſhip God in ; and give your Children the beſt Learn- 


ing you can, bringing them up in the Nurture and Ad- 


 monition of the Lord, not knowing but that they may be 


bleſſed Inſtruments for Chriſt when our Work is ended. 
Moreover, our deſire #, that you would look among your

ſelves for ſome Godly. young Men inclined to the Miniſtry, 
the Fund being partly intended to afford them what Helps 
may be proper to that Work, and let them be preſented at 
the next Aſſociation. We alſocarneſtly deſire that you would 
appoint Meetings among your ſelves, for the Diſcovery, 
Exerciſe, and Improvement of Gifts ; the neglet# whereof, 
we humbly conceive, is one Reaſon of the withering of 
ſome Churches; and this we hope, - by God's Bleſſing, 
will prove a means of our Reviving and Flouriſhing. 
But above all, our deſire is, That the Churches may not 
forget to cry mightily to the Lord. for the Spirit of 
Prayer ana Supplication, and that degree of Divine 
Anointings which is abſolutely neceſſary for the making of 
a Goſpel-Miniſtry. Beloved, we need not-uſe Arguments 
to preſs you to theſe Duties, ſeeing it is your own Inte- 
reſt : Tet this we have experience of, to be ready to every 
good Work, is the way to proſper in all things we put 
onr Hands to, whether they are Spiritual or Temporal. 
God told the Jews, when he commanded them to build his 
material Temple, that the Silver was his, and the Gold: 
was his, yet promiſes to bleſs them from that wery Day 
that it was laid out in his Service. To caſt our Bread upon 
the Waters, may bring in a Bleſſing many Tears after upon. 
our Perſons or Poſterity : And ſeeing it is all your Des-,, 
light to howour the Lord, one of the wiſeſt of Men hath 
told us, we do it when we dedicate our Subſtance to- his: 
Service. 


To conclude, As we deſire all your Prayers for us ; ſo-
